Brief  History  of  0.  F.  O 


A  pjtid  Kire  Department  wh*  injttiiuted  in  1874,  with  Mr. 
VVm.  Wiiin^j  as  Chief,  and  Paul  Favreau  as  Deputy.  The 
personnel  of  the  Brijfade  consisted  of  t8  officers  and  men,  with 
five  Fire  Slations.  The  equipment  ot  the  Department  was  one 
Fire  Enjfine  and  four  i  horse  Hose  reels  and  one  Hook  and 
Ladder  truck. 

In  1887  the  Department  was  considerahly  inc-eased,  Ride,  u 
Ward,  New  Edinburjfh  as  it  was  then  called,  was  a  nex-,  >  the 
City,  and  a  new  Fire  Station  built  and  equipped  wii',  1  ur  men 
and  a  1  horse  hose  reel. 

A  new  central  Fire  Station  was  built  in  rear  of  the  Cily  Hall, 
and  equipped  with  Langevin  Extension  Ladder,  i -horse  Hose  reel 
and  six  men  ;  also,  one  man  added  to  each  of  the  olher  Station-*. 

In  1890  Rochesterville  was  annexed  U  the  Ciiy  and  a  new 
I- ire  Station  built,  and  four  men  and  1  horse  Hose  reel  placed 
ihere.  This  brought  the  strength  of  the  Oepariment  up  to  -(6 
officers  and  men,  one  Engine,  one  Extension  Ladder,  one  Hook 
and  Ladder  truck,  and  seven  Hose  reels,  carrying  500  feet  of 
Hose  each. 

During  the  winter  of  iHq*.  and  1897— after  a  series  of  disas- 
trous fires  such  as  Ross"  block,  Sparks  street,  and  West  Block, 
Governmen-  Building,  public  opinion  was  that  equipment  was 
out  of  date,  and  that  reorganization  was  necessary.
